APPENDIX 

Conditions to be stipulated in the Import Licence financed under Intematumal Development Associa~ 
tion Credit No. 356'IN (IDFJ}~(^SBC-IDA Line of Credit). 

t. These conditions will be applicable to import of goods and sci^ces which have been 
approved by the Capitid Goods Committee of the Govemment of India in respect of appli- 
c^ons ploi^ before it by the industrial concerns in the medium and small scale sector. A lis- 
of industries which ate reserved exclusively for development in the Small Scale sector Is given at 
Annexute I. This list is subject to the dumges that may be made by the Govt, of India from timet 
to time. 

a. The Import licence can be issued only after a sub-loon under the Credit has been sanc¬ 
tioned by the State Financial Corporation (SFC) of the State in which the appliant tmlt Is situated. 
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The application for import licence should bear the stamp of the SFC to which the industrial 
unit has applied for a sub-loan and the number of the application for such sub-loan. A copy 
of the import licence application should be forwarded by the applicant to the New Delhi Regional 
Office of the IDBI, Bank of Barcda Building, Post Box No. 231, New Delhi-i. 

3. Identification 

Each import licence will bear the identification mark "IDA IDBI Credit No. 356-IN” follow¬ 
ed by the year in which the licence is issued and then followed by a Serial number which is to be 
given consecutively.' 

4. The goods and servipes to be financed under the import licence must be acquired from 
the member countries of the World Bank or Switzerland. A list of such countries is given in 
Annexure II. 

5. The value of the import licence should be determined with reference to the rate of ex¬ 
change notified by the Government of India. 

6. Orders must be placedf on c.i.f. or C A F basis. 

If mere than cne purchase order contract is placed under the import licence, each such purchase 
order contract should contain an identification mark, for example IDA IDBI Cr. | No. 356-lN 
3 I(i), IDA IDBI Cr. No. 356-IN/'73 I(ii) and so on. 

7. The import licence will be issued with an initial validity period of 12 months within 
which shipments shculd be completed. The licence must impress on tbe foreign suppliers to ad¬ 
here strictly to the premised delivery date. 

8. (i) Firm orders (Fuichase Order supported by Suppliers’ order confirmation or Purchase 
Contract signed by both parties) must be placed within four months from the date of issue of the 
import licence. 

(ii) . If orders are not placed within four months, the licensee should apply to licensing authori¬ 
ties immediately thereafter (i.c. in the first week of fifth month) with the adequate justification for 
suitable extension in the period of ordering. The licensing authorities will extened the validity 
period for ordering up tp a suitable date, after considering the application on merits, in consulta¬ 
tion with the Department of Econcmic Affairs, Ministry of Finance (FB-I Section), if necessary. 

(iii) . Incases where orders have rot been placedforthe full value of thelicence within4month, 
extension in the period of ordering u ill have to be obtained for the balance value which is 
not covered by orders placed within the prescribed period of four months. 

(iv) It will be in the interest of the licensee himself to ensur that ordering is completed with¬ 
in the prescribed period of 4 months. In cases where this does not become possible for valid rea¬ 
sons, he should, of his own, approach the licensing authorities for suitable extension in the period 
of ordering as per procedures indicated in (ii) & (iii) above. 

(v) The authorised dealers in foreign exchange will exercise necessary checks to ensure that 
the licensee complies with the requirement of placing orders within four months (or any extended 
period allowed by the licensing authorities) before any letter of credits is opened by them in this 
behalf. 

9. Payments tinder the Licence 

(i) Payments for goods and services should be made in accordance with the procedure ex¬ 
plained in para 10 below. Contracts concluded with foreign suppliers must specify the mode of 
payment and also the documentation requited to be furnished by the suppliers to the licensee as 
per procedure described in para 10 below. 

(ii) Payments for the cost of goods and ■ ervices acquired shall be made in the currency of the 
country from which such goods and services are acquired, i.e. in the currency of the country of 
origin of goods, and not with reference to the country of shipment or the country in which the supp¬ 
lier is located. 

The licensee should, therefore, clearly specify the country/coimtries from which goods are 
to be acquired (i.e. the country of the origin of the goods) and should not indicate the currency area 
i n v^3ie terms. He should also furnich this information to the concerned SFC for applying for 
sub-loan under the credit for import of machinery and equipment. 
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(ill) Payments on account of I ndian Agents Commission and freight charges in respect of 
goods carried by Indian flag vessels are to be made in Indian rupees. Such diarges will however 
fotm part of the value of Import licence and will therefore be charged to the import licence. 

(iv) The ocean freight cha^s for shipment In vessels belonging to non member countries 
of the World Bank is inchghiblc for financing under IDA Credit. Hence the licensee should 
ensure that shipment is arranged by the suppfier only in vessels belonging to member-countries of 
the Wofld Bank. The licensees should specify this in their contract with the suppliers. 

10. Detailed Payment Procedue 

(i) Payments In foreign currency under the licence will be made through normal banking 
channel i,e. through Authorized Dealers in foreign exchange in India. 

(ii) The prescribed documents are detailed in Anncxure-IV and.^otdd be sent along ^th 
a proforma as in Annexure-V by the Licencee’s Bank openi^ the Letter of Credit. 

(iii) The licensee should specify in their contract with the suppliers that the documents speci¬ 
fied in Aimejnire-IV are required to be fhtnl^d to the Llcenoee’s Bank. 

(iy) The Bank in India while opening the Letter of Credit on behalf of the Licensee should 
also stipulate in the Letter of Ctedit that the said documents are required to be furnished to the 
Bank at the time the bflls are drawn under til* letter of Credit. 

(v) ^esc documents, after receipt, VfiH be iKpairaied and ptoBBd together and forwarded 
by the Licensee’s Bank to the concerned SFC with particulars of the relative import licence duly 
noted in each of these documents as indicated in Annexure-V. SFC vdn retain these 
documents for a minimtun period of 3 years in its custody. 

(vl) The Ucensee should note that though the Bank opening the letter of Credit is required 
to furnish the prescribed documents to the concerned SFC, he is to be treated as equally responsi¬ 
ble for ensuring submission of these documents to the concerned SFC. Pie is therefore advised 
that he should check promptly with the Bank that the documents have been furnished in time to 
the concerned SFC. The concerned SFC may approach the licensee for relevant documents if 
and when necessary. 


Note- —It should be clearly understood that the concerned SFC invariably receive the docu¬ 
ments after the payments have been remitted. 

All payments under the licence must have to be completed within the validity period of 
the import licence including 30 days grace period normally permitted under the licence. 


i 3 -(i) A statement of orders in the form attached (Annexure-III) should be sent to the con¬ 
cerned SFC indicating the progress of utilisation of licence by way of orders placed letter of Credits 
Opened, actual imports and remittances made and also expected dates of fliturc shipment. The 
first report should be sent after 4 months from the date of issue of licence or earlier if the ordering 
is completed and thereafter on the ist of every month. 

(ii) As on ^e 28th February and 3iBt August each year, licensees s hall also furnish to tbo 
Director of Statistics, OflSce of CCl&E, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi a half-yearly return ^with a 
copy to the Foreign Exchange Section of the Ministry of Industrial Development) indicatmg the 
progress in utilisation of licence by way of orders placed letter of credit opened, actual imports 
and remittances made and also expected dates of foture shipment. 

13. Maintenance 0 Books and Records 

The importi is shall maintain books and records adequate to identify the goods acquired out 
of the pro«cds of the credit to disclose the use thereof in the project and to record the progress 
of the project. Such records and books shall be maintained for a period of five years after the date 
TO acquisition of the goods.
